Claim 1 raises new issues in this claim, since the newly added limitations had not been claimed 
in combination, therefore, additional search and consideration is required. Moreover, such an 
amendmended claim would not be properly appealable. The newly submitted claim provides an 
instructional table describing the various arm movements for releasing various standard pitches. 
Such is known in the art. Randall ('800) provides instructions for pitching a straight pitch and a 
curve pitch; Cinnella ( 4 813) provides instructions for pitching maininly a curveball, but also 
describes pitches such as fastball and flat curve; Battersby teaches a method of modfiying the 
release points of pitches from a video pitching machine; both Katayama and Golubov show 
methods for teaching body motion in sports including baseball; and Franklin provides an 
instrutional booklet for pitching forkball, slider and fastball.
